Bullis’ camp. on 
the Kio Grande, at the time he started, and as the 
Indians’ camp was reported to have forty men in 
it, and was close to a Mexican town with 200 Mex- 
ican soldiers in it, J notified him I would be with a 
force of cavalry at the head of the San Diego Sat- 
urday morning, so as to beip him on in case he had 
any wounded. On the night of the 28th I crossed 
with seven companies reaching the head of the 
San Diego about 10 o'clock. I remained there all 
day and night, and the next morning learned that 
Lieut. Bullis had come in during the night and 
camped about two miles higher up the stream. 
Discovering a party of from filty to seventy-five 
Mexican cavalry following towards the head 
of the river on hie trail, the bugle-call 
was sounded, and in a few moments afterwards 
Lieut. Bultis made his appearance, he having dis- 
covered them at the same time I did. He started 
for the Rio Grande, but not ia haste. My compa- 
nies were soon formed, and the linc of march was 
taken up on our return. one company of cavalry 
being put out in the direction of the Mexicans asa 
rear guard. As the Mexican troops were about a 
mile distant, and made no effort to interfere with 
us, and being in insignificant numbers as compared 
with my own force, I did not feel authorized to 
attack them. The Mexicans followed in our rear 
at considerable distance for a few miles, and then 
disappeared. 

The horses and mules captured are nearly all 
American stock. Some belong near Fort Clark, 
and were captured last winter. I crossed about 1 
a. m. at the point whefice Licut. Bullis started 
on his scout, half way between the Pecos and the 
Devil's River. : SHA?

GREAT BRITAIN, 
THE BREADSTUFFS TRADE. 

Lorpon, Oct. 2.—The Mark Lane Express, in 
its weekly review of the British corn trade, 
says: The weather the past week has been very 
fine. Appearances favor an early and severe 
winter. Cold is general over. Europe. A fort- 
night almost free from rain has enabled good 
progress. to be made with the harvest 
in the north. The event of the week 
has been the large shipment of wheat from the 
Atlantic ports. The immediate effect has been 
the sudden check to trade, buyers hoidiug off 
for the moment, but whether this is reasonable 
in the present position and prospects of trade is 
open to question. It is already evident that we 


shall not receive the supplies we reckoned on 


from some quarters. India and Egypt will 
not do 
HALF THAT WAS EXPECTED. 

As winter comes on supplies from Russia will 
be cut off. There remains little to look for ex- 
cept from the Atlantic ports, and, with winter 
before us and the consumption of the country 
mainly on these wheats, it is hard to believe the 
autumn shipments can be more than we need. 
At the moment when this little panic is on, and 
liberal shipments of one or two weeks are 
imagined to be more than the trade 
can stand, it may de well to 
8 t that these shipments are not unprece- 
dented, and to recall the fact that in August, 
Dt ud 1875 they were at the rate of 150,000 
gnarters per week. Surely this year, when we 
are thrown almost entirely on source of 
supply for if the winter, trade should not be 
shaken by shipments no larger than in former 
years, when our wants were less and sources 
of supply open which are now closed.

Atlantic Mutual Insurance Company. From 

that hour, says the Tunes, the street was the 

scene of intense commotion aud excitement, 

which.constantly increased as the enormous ex- 
tent of the swindles gradually developed. 

The accused gentleman, who cannot be found, 
and is a fugitive, is William C. Gilman, broker 
in insurance and other scrip, having a hand- 
somely fitted- up office on Pine street. + Mr. Gil- 
man is about 32 years of age, married, and with a 
family. He comes from one of the oldest and 
most respectable New York families. His 
father, from whom de inherited his business, 
was a gentleman of the strictest probity, a man 
of wealth, moving in the best of society, and an 
exemplary Christian. He died thirteen years 
ago, leaving William a snug fortune in 
cash and real property. The young 
man was reared under the most rigid religious 
influences, aud up to the present time gave 
every evidence that the seed thus sown had taken 
root. His credit was unquestioned upon the 
street for almost any reasonable amount. He 
led a singularly quiet and retired ° 
life, devoted to his wife end 
family. He bad no vices whatever, so far as 
known; did not indulge in gambling or drink» 


ing; was not given to loose society, and dis- 


played no fast propensities of any kind. He 
was one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the Rev. Dr. Houghton’s church, 
and Superintendent of its Sunday-school, 
and otherwise among the foremost in deeds of 
piety. The Rey. Dr. Thomas, of the Tabernacic, 
married his sister. Ighis personal relations he 
was genial and modest, and was generally 
liked. , He conducted his business in a 
seemingly conservative manner, and was appar- 
ently thriving. It was not known that he 
ever speculated tothe amount of a dollar, or 
that his financial affairs had ever become in any 
way embarrassed. 

Bearing such a character, the announcemént 
that he was a forger came on his friends and 
victims alike like a clap of thunder out of a 
clear sky. 

Saturday last Mr. Gilman went to Norwich, 
Conn., for the avowed purpose of bringing home 
his wife and family.

The meeting of railroad managers to be 
held in New York to-morrow will bea highly 
important one, as upon its result will depend 
the further continuance of the New York pool. 
While this pool has been advantageous to 
the trunk lines as far as iucreased receipts are 
concerned, there have been encountered, so far, 
numberless obstacles which will have to be re- 
moved if the combination shall prove a per- 
manent success. The greatest difliculty grows 
out of the scheme for apportioning the west- 
bound freight between the different lines con- 
necting with the trunk roads. The Western 
roads are almost unanimously opposed to Mr. 
Fink’s plan of dividing the business proportion- 
ately, as there is a number of shippers who pre- 
fer to ship over certain routes, and do not like 
to be compelled to send their goods over roads 
designated by the pool commissioners. Several 
meetings between the Managers and General 
Freight Agents of the trunk lines and their 


formation of the pool in order to bring about a 
satisfactory arrangement, and, at a meeting 
held in this city some weeks ago, eommittees 
were appointed to work out a plan whieh would 
prove satisfactory to ali concerned, -Nothing 
has yet been heard from these committees, and 
it is understood that they have so far been un- 
able to come to an understanding, aud that they 
are about to give up the job as hopeless. It is 
not yet known whether the question will be 
taken up tor discussion at the New York meet- 
ing, and it is probable that a special meeting 
will be called to finally dispose of this matter. 
The live-stock business is another difficult 

which needs adjustment, and this subject will 
probably take up all the time of the New York 
* As is well known, tls business 
is pooled by the roads leading East from. 
Chicago as wellas by the roads leading East 
from St. Louis. The Chicago pool was formed 
two or three years ago, but the &t. Louis vom- 
bination was not organized until about six 
months ago and only after being compelled to do 
so by the Chicago roads, which had been suffer- 
ing very much from the cutting of rates and the 
competition of those roads. When the St. 
Louis pool was organized it was agreed that the 
rate from St. Louis should be five cents more 
than from Chicago. This was a concession to 
the St. Louis roads, as the difference, based on 
the regular milesge, would be about eight cents. 
Yet the St. Louis roads are not satisfied, and 
since the formation of their pool they have been 
howling because their business has been falling 
off, claiming that the Chicago roads were not 
acting in good faith. They chafge that certain 
of the large shippers of Chicago known as 


‘‘eveners’’ received rebate of 815 a car, 
Which rebate was not given to the 
St. Louis shippers. They also charge 
that certain roads leading East from 


Chicago had been cutting the regular tariff 
rates. As far as the former charge is concerned, 
it is correct in so far that the New York trunk 
lines pay a rebate to the “eveners’’ and then 
charge back to the Western roads their propor- 
tion. But as far as can be learned the same 
rebate is paid by the trunk lines on shipments 
from St. Louis, and it is therefore hard to see 
how St. Louis has a disadvantage on this ac- 
count. The injustice of paving such a rebate to 
a certain class of favored shippers has often been 
pointed out by Tus TRispuNs, not because it is 
a discrimination against other cities, but because 
it discriminates agatnst the smali shippers both 
at Chicago and St. Louis. It is evident that 
such an arrangement cannot last any length of 
time, and it is thefintention to have this matter 
corrected at the New York meeting. The 


charge that some of the Chicago roads 
have been cutting the rates is entirely 
unfounded. The Grand Trunk and 


Canada Southern Roads are said to have been 
detected in cutting the rates. The Grand 
Trunk has for many years past been fighting 
the New York trunk lines, and it is a hard 
matter to control it as regards the main- 
tenance of rates. Yet it is said that this road 
is willing to join an arrangement for so doing, 
and that it will send a representative to the 
New York meeting. As far as the Canada 
Southern is concerned, it can easily be brought 
to terms by Vanderbilt, who controls it. he 
cutting of rates by these roads, however, does 
nut justify the St. Louis roads in charging that 
it gives Chicago an advantage. While the cut- 
ting by the Grand Trunk might benefit the Cni- 
cago roads somewhat, the scaling of rates by 
the Canada Southern offsets that advantage, 
as it gets most of its live stock busi- 
ness from the Southwestern lines, especially 
the Wabash Road, which has been the 
worst grumbler of all. Itis evident from the 
foregoing that the live-stock pools as at present 
organized are not a success, and that they need 
a thorough overhauling, if they shall not go to 
pieces before long. ‘The New York lines, how- 
ever, are to blame for most of the troubles that 
have thus far prevented pools from becoming a 
success. As soon as they decide that no rebates 
should be paid anybody, and that the rates trom 
the various points must be based og the actual 
mileage, then things will work sifoothly and 
pleasantly, and one of the problems towards 
making their own pool a success will have been 
solved. As long as the Western roads are at 
variance as regards East-bound shipments, there 
can be no harmony as regards the west-bound 
freights. 
— 
THE TRUNK-LINE POOL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 2.—In regard to a 
report telegraphed from New York yesterday 
that leading railroad men regard the present 
situation of the relative trunk lines as being 
very “critical,” one of the highest officials of 
the P@rnsylvania Railroad says the relations of 
these lines have never been more agreeablé than 
at present. The presence of some managers of 
Western Wads at a meeting of trunk-line 
managers held in New York recently was mere- 
ly incidental, and no difliculties existed between 
their roads and others requiring their attend- 
auce at the meeting. As to the allegation that 
the absence of Sir William Tyler, President of the 
Grand Trunk Railway of Canada, from the 
meetingjis regarded as a very strong evidence 
of his rdluctance to join the freight pools, this 
otticial says that Sir William's business 
engagements were so pressing at the time that 
it was next to impossible for him to attend the 
meeting. The refusal of President Sloan, of 
the Michigan Central, to take part in the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting was misconstrued. As 
Mr. Sloan's is the direct Western line of the 
Grand Trunk, be has always been willing 
to participate in councils likely to advance 
the common interests of the various lines, 
but be could do nothing without the co-opera- 
tion of the Grand Trunk, which was not repre- 
sented at the meeting. ‘‘By agreeing upon a 
pool of the Eastward-bound freights,” continued 
the Pennsylvania Railroad official, “just 
such a pool as is in force on West- 
ward-bound freights from New York, all 
possibility of difficulties in their form- 
agreement with the Grand 
be removed, and common sense 
told them that they should agree. They only 
to do with all freight just as has been done for 
the last four or five years with live stock sent 
East from Chicago.” The question will again 
come up at a meeting of trunk line managers to 
de held in New York to-morrow.

We would like to be at peace 
and keep peace with the whites, but it is impossi- 
ble for us to move away this fall. We want our 
agency at Wounded Knee Creek. Your words to 
me are very good, but we do not want to move to 
the Missouri River and move back againin the 
spring. Where we are at present we are all pre- 
pared for winter. White men never throw away 
their labors. What white men have they have, 
and it is the same with us. We don't want to 
throw our labors away. If you want us to 
throw that property away you should pay us for it. 
If you pay us for eit probably we can move away; 
otherwise we cannot. 

Secretary Schurz replied, saying: 

You came here to take council with your Great 
Father, and he has spoken to you kindly. When 
he became your Great Father he found in the books 
certain treaties. These treaties were a law to him 
as well as they ought to be a law to you. These 
treaties mace it his duty to carry provisions for

bere are many things that are not as you desire, 
and many not as we desire, but as wise men we 
have to accommodate ourselves to things as they 
are. Your supplies are on the Missouri River 
now. They were carried there in accordance with 
the Jaws, so we might give you food when you 
were hungry. and it is now too late to carry them 
to any other place. The Great Father 
was pleased at what you said about taking 
a place on the White River, and he will be better 
leased if you go near the supplies on the Missouri 
ver, so he can help you when you need it. He 
will not desire you to remain on the Missouri River 
longer than winter. He will be glad to see you 
settle down on your permanent places, and will 
aid vou in every way and give you all that the 
white nation permits in the way of mills, wagons, 
and schools. All he desires you todo now to 
aid him in making it possible for him to help you. 
This winter you will need food, and; inasmuch as 
the food cannot be carried near the place where 
your people now are, ee will have to go near the 
place where the food ) 

After a general handshaking the Indians re- 
tired.

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Annual Report of the American Board. 

PROVIDENCE, RAL, Oct. 2.—The sixty-eighth 
annual meeting of the American Board of Com- 
missioners of Foreign Missions commenced this 
afternoon. The attendance is very large. The 
meeting was called to order by the Rev. Mark 
Hopkins, D. D., President of the Board. The 
total income for the year was $441,391; total 
expenditures, $458,527. The total debt, Sept. 
1, 1877, amounted to $47,985. 

Judge Taylor said this debt is a moral obliga- 
tion of every Congregational Church in the 
United States. If it were divided among all 
the members of the Congregational churches, 
the whole burden upon each one would not et- 
ceed 15 cents. 

The Rev. Dr. N. G. Clark, Foreign Secretary, 
then presented a report of the missions of the 
Board. The year has been peculiarly trying 
and eventful at home, because of the . financial 
depression and loss of an honored Secretary, 
and abroad because of the evils incident to war, 
pestilence, and famine. In European Turkey 
one station, Eski-Saghra, bas been complete- 
ly blotted out, the missionaries barely escaping

with their lives, and in India Christian com- 


munities have shared in the miseries of. the 
famine. Despite all the hinderances and em- 
parrassments, there has been a greater advance 
than for many years before. Twenty new 
churches have been organized, and over 1,800 
members received on professions of faith,—an 


advance of more than r cent 
on the entire membership. ducation- 
al institutions are doing a great work, 


but are insufficient tothe demands made upon 
them. In the secular mission nearly four times 
as many members were received asin the pre- 
vious year. Inthe Turkish Empire, in spite of 
the evils of war, there have been more additions 
than in any former year, and more by a hundred 
than in the vear previous, and there are revivals 
at Marash, Monastir, and Harpoot. 

In India the missions have made progress, 
and nine church-members of 1836 are now rep- 
resented by nearly 2,000. 

In China the outlook is more hopeful than 
ever before. 

In Japan the demand for instant and enlarged 
efforts is without a parallel in missionary histo- 
ry. At Kisto, Kobe, Osaka, and other points 
there is astonishing eagerness to bear the Gos- 
pel, and church-membership has doubled 
during the year. 

In Miconesia eight new churches have been 
organized and 500 new members received. 

Among the North American Indians some 


progress has been made, and as to the Papal | 


landa, the work in Mexico has been crippled for 
want of reinforcements. 
In Spain the church at Saragossa, though bit- 
terly persecuted, has increased its membership 
from 40 to 150, and in the- Austrian Empire 
important concessions have been secured.

CASSIUS M. CLAY. 


His Killing of a Negro. 
Correspondence Cincinnati Commercial. 

Lexineron, Ky., Oct. 1.—The reports of the 
killing of a negroin Madison County by the 
lion. Cassius M. Clay vary in some of the par- 
ticulais, but agree generally in the following 
statement of facts: 

While Mr. Clay was engaged in the Presiden- 
tial canvass, he lost a great deal of stock which 
he had good reason to believe had been stolen 
by a negro named Perry White, who lived on 
his place, and who Had been raised by him. 
Perry was ordered to quit the premises. For 
this he threatened Mr. Clay, but did not come 
to carry his threat into execution. A short time 
ago Mr. Clay discharged the mother of Perry 
White, who was cook. She was accused of 
stealing silver plate. She was a person of vio- 
lent temper, and also threatened that Mr. Clay 
should suffer for it. Shortly afterwards Perry 
White wrote a letter to a girlin Mr. Clay’s em- 
ploy, with whom he was in love, in which he 
threatened Mr. Clay’s life. From that time 
Mr. Clay carried a pistol with him when he 
went about the farm, not knowing when or 
where the attack would be made, and being 
well aware of the desperate character of the ne- 
gro. He saw nothing of him until Sunday last, 
when Mr. Clay started in company with a little 
colored boy for the colored church in the neign- 
borhood for the purpose of hiring another cook. 
When near his barn the little boy called Mr. 
Clay’s attention to White, 
ed and partially hidden behind his horse. Be- 
lievmg this was an attempt to assassinate him, 
Clay alighted from his mule, and drawing his 
pistol commenced firing. lie put two bullets 
into White’s body, either of which would have 
produced death. He then went to Richmond 
and surrendered to H. W. Miller, the County 
Judge, by whom he was placed under arrest. 
Mr. Clay has public sympathy in his favor, the 
negro whom he killed having been notorious as 
a thief and desperado. 

This affair calis to mind many stirring scenes 
in which Mr. Clay was a principal actor. He 
has always been noted for personal bravery, 
amounting almost to rashness. Many are the 
stories related by old citizens of the manner in 
which he defied his political enemies in times 
past when an active politician in Kentucky, car- 
rying his life in bis hand. One of these anec- 
dotes, which sufficiently illustrates the charac- 
ter of the man, is told of him during a stormy 
contest for a seat in Congress between the Hon. 
Garret Davis and young Robert Wickliffe, 
„Duke“ Wickliffe, as he was called. The 
latter had made charges against Davis which 
that gentleman denied. Mr. Davis, having been 
recalled home by sickness in his family, left his 
cause inthe hands of his friend. Clay, who at 
one or two mectings met Wickliffe on 
the stump and contradicted the charges. 
Finally, at a a meeting at Russell Cave, 

a few miles from this city, Mr. Wickliffe having 
1 the charges, Mr. Clay took occasion 
to handle the“ Duke“ without gloves. He was 
interrupted by some of Wickliffe’s friends, 
among them one Jack Ashton, who kept the 
Broadway Hotel at that time, and Sam Brown, a 
courageous and desperate man, who bad been 
secking a difficulty with Clay. ‘the premedi- 
tated disturbance having been brought about, 
Brown fired at Clay. ‘ihe ball struck the han- 
dle of his bowie-knife, an as the sting was se- 
vere, Mr. Clay thought he had received a fatal 
wound. Hoiding his breath, as he told a friend 
next morning, iv the belief that by so doing he 
might live long enough to kill his enemy, he 
fell on Brown with his bowie-knife and uterally 
eut him to pieces, gouging one eye out of its 
socket. Mr. Clay was, in fact, unburt. Brown 
lingered for some time between life and death, 
and finally recovered only to be blown up on a 
steamboat at Louisville some years afterward. 

There is no doubt of Mr. Clay’s courage and 
determination, and if this negro threatened bis 
life, he might as well also have made his will. 

Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

RicHMonD, Ky. Oct. 1.—This morning the 
Hon. W. C. Miller, Judge of the Madison County 
— thought the circumstances in the case 

st the Hon. C. M. Clay for killing Perry 
Wh White (colored) justified nothing more than a 
warrant for manslaughter, and the charge was 
accordingly preferred in that form. Soon as the 
warrant was served on Gen. Clay he went into 


“open court, and, in the présence of the Judge 


and the County "Attorney, waived an examina- 
tion. Judge Miller then fixed his bail at $1,000, 
which was promptly given, Brutus J. Clay and 
James Bennett, the son and son-in-law of Gen. 
Clay, entering upon the bond as his securities 
that he would render himself amenable to the 
process of the law at the next March term of 
tbe Madison Circnit Court. At the meeting of 
the court at that date the charge will be ffvesti- 
gated by the Grand Jury, and if that body finds 
sufficient grounds for indictment he will be in- 
dicted for manslaughter; but, from the violent 
vharacter of the negro, and the statements of 
Gen. Clay. and the little boy under 10 years of 
age, who ‘alone witnessed the killing, it is a forg- 
gone conclusion that, after an investigation of 
the affair, further proceedings will be ignored.

The absurd canards which have been set 
afloat recently concerning the identity of 
Osman Pasha, the Turkish commander at 
Plevna, one of which asserted that he was 
the disgraced French Marshal Bazar, the 
other with equal directness calling bim one 
CrawrFrorp, a Kentucky adventurer, are now 
set at rest by the Turkish Minister to this 
country, who locates him beyond all possi- 
bility of question asa Turk, who first studied 
with his brother, Husszrm Err, a Con- 
stantinople Professor, and then entered the 
military school. He left it as a Lieutenant, 
entered the army in 1852, served in the 
Crimean war, and, at its conclusion, entered 
the Imperial Guard as a Captain. Subse- 
quently he quelled a Cretan insurrection and 
was promoted tothe rank of Colonel. In 
the Servian war last summer he was Chief 
of Staff of the Fourth Army Corps, and for 
gallant service at Zaitschar was raised to the 
rank of Marshal (Muchir), which he now 
holds. 
Col. Smarrzn’s descent into the land of 
the Greaser was attended by very few start- 
ling incidents. The Colonel's trip was, in 
fact, barren of results, if the recapture of a 
few horses and mules are left out of the 
account. The great mistake of the incursion 
appears to have been that the American 
commandant put faith in the word of an 
Indian trader, who arranged to conduct the 
United States troops to the camp of the 
thieving savages. This trader's interest lay 
in the other direction, inasmuch as he had 
been from time to time the purchaser of 
divers plunder, principally of the four-footed 
sort, and his occupation depended upon 
the degree of loyalty which he practiced 
toward the robbers. Col. Sairrer, in 
his narrative of the raid, says he 
was under the espionage during the greater 
part of his foray of the Mexican Army of 
Observation, consisting of a body of cavalry 
numbering about sixty men, and that this 
army confined its operations principally to 
observing the movements of the Yankees at 
a safe distance. So far as the Colonel's in- 
formation goes, there appears to have been 
no casualties in the command, all having ar- 
rived safely and in. good condition on the 
east side of the river. 


HOW TO REFORM COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 
The spectacle of a number of the official 
members and ex-members of the County 
Ring on trial before the Criminal Court for 
systematically plundering the taxpayers, and 
the desperate persistence with which Com- 
missioner Horx advocates the expenditure 
of a million dollars more on the Court-House 


by retaining the scheme of an ornamental 


dome, are circumstances which should keep 
alive in the public mind the necessity of pu- 
rifying the County Board at the approaching 
election. This purpose can only be achieved 
by the election of five new members, all of 
whom shall guarantee good faith and fair 
dealing by their character and standing in 
the community,—men, in one word, who 
would have more to lose in the sacrifice of 
their reputations than they could possibly 
gain by joining the Ring for plun- 
der. The choice of a single mem- 
ber who is doubtful may, and probably 
will, result in a prolongation of the Ring’s 
power, and a continuation of the popular 
struggle of the past two years against a band 
of public thieves. Three of the present 
members who hold over may be trusted to 
unite with five honest men to break down 
the present combination, but not more, 80 
that a single one of the new members in- 
clined to dishonesty would give the Ring 
the majority for another year. The situa- 
tion is consequently one of serious import, 
and lack of judgment as well as evil intent 
may sacrifice the public interests. 

There is no doubt the main reliance for 
relief is upon the local Republican organiza- 
tion, and this for many reasons. Experience 
has shown that independent, non-party 
movements may result in a combination of 
tax-eaters as easily as the regular party 
movements; and, when this is the 
case, the evil is harder to cure, 
for the officeholders thus chosen do

tion, and it cannot be doubted that any com- 
bination between the Democrats and the 
Workingmen will be on a basis of a division 
of the spoils, which will result in the selec- 
tion of as dangerous a set of candidates, as a 
whole, as could be presented at this time.

Delegates should be chosen without reference 
to the interests of any particular candidates, 
but rather with reference to the rejection of 
men who are known to have been scheming 
for nominations, and to the selection of can-. 
didates from among those whg do not want 
the offices. To illustrate the necessity for 
this, we may mention that the Democrats are 
pretty certain to nominate the strongest man 
in their party for the leading position, what- 
ever the rést of their ticket may be. It is very 
generally conceded that Judge WALLACE will 
be their candidate for County Treasurer. 
Now, in order to make him all the stronger 
and give weight to the balance of their 
ticket, there is a Democratic scheme to 
sustain the efforts of the weakest aspirant 
for the Republican nomination to the same 
position, and even to take part in the Re 
publican primaries to help this gentleman to 
get it. This one instance will show the ab- 
solute necessity that the taxpayers shall ex- 
ert themselves before as well as after the 
Convention. While the. choice of the five 
Commissioners is the most important feature 
of the election, it will be influenced. largely 
by the character of the rest of the ticket, 
and the public faith in the mission of the lo- 
cal Republican organization to reform the 
abuses in county affairs is based upon the 
supposed willingness and ability of that or- 
ganization to nominate an unexceptionable 
ticket throughout. Unless this be done, the 
Republicans cannot gain the credit of re- 
deeming the county, as well as the city, from 
the hands of the official plunderers.

TAXATION OF DEBTS. 

The subject of the power of a State to tax 
debts due in another State to one of her citi- 
zvens—which subject gained such special 
prominence by Mr. D. A. Wx11s’ recent review 
of the case of KmrLaxn, now pending in the 
Supreme Court of the United States—has 
been discussed elaborately in this paper and 
by various ts. This question, 
as well as the whole subject of taxation, can 
hardly be investigated too much, because, 
even among persons well informed on most 
subjects, there is a lamentable want of study 
on this matter of taxntion. 

A striking fact in the history of American 
taxation is furnished by the remark of an 
experienced tax lawyer of this city. He said 
that, in the preparation of an argument on a 
case involving tax questions, the attorney 
may search the law reports of all the States 
except Pennsylvania, and find decisions in 
almost every volume; the reason why the 
Pennsylvania reports furnish no aid in such 
an investigation is, that the system of taxa- 
tion in that State differs from that of all the 
other States, and it works so admirably that 
there is but little, if any, litigation; the 
taxes are equitably adjusted, are paid, and 
that is the end of it. Herein we discover 
the true cause of the bad operation of the 
other systems of taxation. When any tax 
becomes unequal,—is not uniform,—when 
one portion af the property escapes 
taxation and another portion is taxed 
excessively, or is taxed several times, 
then the system falls into disrepute, and 
there is a determined effort to defeat it. We 
have in the State of Illinois a system of tax- 
ation which is practically most unfair, and 
which provokes the most unwearied efforts 
to defeat its operation. Its costliness alone 
should appeal to the public intelligence, and 
be accepted as conclusive evidence of its rad- 
ical defects. The annual taxes imposed in 
this State for all purposes—State, county, 
city, town, and for all other objects—is not 
much less, if any, than $30,000,000. Tax- 
payers can appreciate the value of the sys- 
tem when they understand that this includes 
the cost.of collection, and that the cost of col- 
lection is between 19 and 20 per cent of the 
revenue collected. Thus, if the State wants 
$1,000,000 of revenue, the levy must be for 
$1,200,000 in order to produce that sum; 
if a county has to pay $100,000 of its debt, 
the tax to produce that revenué must 
be $120,000, or nearly four years’ 
interest on the principal; if a mu- 
nicipality owes $1,000,000, bearing 8 
per cent interest, the tax to produce the 
year’s interest must be $96,000, making the 
annual interest equal to 9 6-10 per cent. If 
the aggregate revenue needed for all purposes, 
general and local, in the State, were $25,- 
000,000, the levy would have to be for 830, 
000,000 in order to pay the expenses. 

Strange as it may seem, the mass of the 
intelligent people of the State fail to see 
that the vital principle of the tax system of 
Illinois, the principle which governs the Leg 
islature in the enactment and maintenance of 
this system, is that it divides between five 
and six millions of dollars annually among 
thd local officers, who, thus fed at the public 
cost, take possession and control of public 
affairs, and manage the politics as well as the 
taxes of the public. During the War it was 
estimated that the cost of recruiting, clothing, 
arming, and sustaining a full regiment 
of troops averaged one million of dollars a 
year. If the General Government was to 
quarter upon the State of Illinois five regi-. 
ments of soldiers, and require the people of 
this State to tax themselves as many mill 
ions of dollars a year to support the troops, 
would not the pale air be streaked from 
Cairo to Chicago with vehement protests ? 
But, under the pretext of collecting revenue, 
the people of the State are taxed evena 
greater sum annually for the support of a 
brigade of officeGolders, whose services to 
the public might be fendered practically as 
useless as would be those of the regulars. 
A tax of from five to six millions of dollars 
annually is the price paid by the people of 
Illinois to maintain a system of taxation 
the theoretical purpose of which is to tax 
invisible personal property, which purpose 
is but seldom accomplished. 

The case of Kinttanp is but an illustra. 
tion of the refinements of the abortive sys- 
tem of taxation generally adopted in this 
and other States. KmrIAND was a resident 
in Connecticut; he sent $20,000 in money to 
Illinois, where it was loaned, he taking 
a mortgage on real estate in Chicago as se- 
curity. The Connecticut authorities there- 
upon listed among his property taxable in 
Connecticut the debt due him in Illinois. 
The Supreme Court of Connecticut affirmed

taken to the gupreme Court of the United 
States. This case raises the question 
whether a debt is property in the sense of 
being taxable, and whether it is taxable 
wherever the creditor resides. In this case 
the debt is a lien on real estate, which 
real estate is taxed in Illinois. We 
have under our Revenue law per 
haps a more extraordinary 

which has also received judicial 
sanction. Under our law the property of 
corporations is taxable like all other proper- 
ty; oorporatiqns are also taxable on their 
capital stock and franchises, and on their 
debts, Thus, if a corporation engaged in the 
manufacture of glass have a capital stock of 
$50,000, and owe for borrowed money $20,- 
000, and have real property, machinery, and 
material worth $30,000, the assessinent for 
taxable property may be thus made gut: 
Real and tangible personal property... . $ 30,000 
Capital to. . 50,000 
eri — 20, 000 


Total property, franchise 

The company would then be taxed directly 
on the value of its real estate and of the 
tangible personal property; and it would 
also be taxed on $40,000 as the value of its 
stock and debts in excess of the value of its 
other property. Now, if Kimriann, instead 
of investing his $20,000 in a mortgage on 
real property in Clileago, had loaned it to a 
corporation, we would have the system of 
taxation fully ill in the (1) full taxa- 
tion of all the actual property of the corpo- 
ration; (2) taxation on estimated additional 
value of the capital stock; (8) taxation on 
the debt duc Kmrianm; and (4) taxation in 
Connecticut of the me debt. The fact 
that.the money invested in the capital stock, 
as well as that borrowed, is represented in 
the tangible property of the corporation, 
however plain to the ordinary mind, will not 
avail under the laws of Illinois; nor will 
the fact that the borrowed money is 
invested in property located and taxed 
in Illinois avail under the laws of 
Connecticut. The theory of the law is, that 
aman who can lend money, and the man 
who can borrow money, are capitalists ; that, 
though the $20,000 involved in the transac- 
tion have been putin land and building and 
taxed, there are $40,000 additional ** prop- 
erty * somewhere, invisible, intangible, and 
shadowy though it may be, and so the tax- 
gatherers in the two States demand taxes on 
$60,000 worth of “property.” When a man 
pays and takes up his note for $1,000, he, 
under the theory of the Illinois law, destroys 
$1,000 of taxable property. When the man 
in Illinois shall pay his note to KmrLAxpD he 
will aunihilate $20,000 of property taxa- 
ble in Connecticut! ‘The destructive effect 
on property of paying debts is as fatal as 
that of fire or flood! 

In commenting upon the Revenue law of 
this State we are not criticising its adminis- 
tration ; we are pointing out merely the 
abominations of the system. If any man in 
the Legislature were to propose to abolish 
that system, he would be denounced as a 
vandal, as a man seeking to destroy the mon- 
uments of civilization,—the thousands of 
offices erected ostensibly for the collection 
of taxes and supported by a tax of $5,000,- 
000 annually. Does not the system call fora 
revenue force in every township and village 
in the State? If these officers cost $5,000, - 
000 annually, dothey not distribute the mon- 
ey among the people? How can political 
parties be main and conventions 
held and voters. brought out, unless 
there be local offices to distribute? And 
who can be expected to run the political 
machine, unless the offices are profitable? 
In fact, the people of Illinois may be thank- 
ful that for $5,000,000 annually they have 
their taxes collected and their political liber- 
ties protected! That is the view which the 
ordinary legislator takes of the Revenue law. 
It distributes $5,000,000 annually among the 
loeal politicians, who hold the tax offices, and, 
to blind the general public to the enormity 
of the business, they put into the law the 
most senseless, unjust, and infamous pro- 
visions, for the purpose of catching ‘‘ capi- 
tal”; which provisions, as a general thing, 
have no other effect than to increase the in- 
terest which every borrower of money in 
Illinois has to pay. 

THE SWELL IN POLITICS. 

Mr. CoxkLIxd has hurt the country. His 
offense is almost beyond apology. He might 
be pardoned jm his attack on the President's 
Southern policy, his slighting allusions to 
Civil-Service reform, his coarse insinuaticrs 
against Mr. Curtis, and even his defense of 
that small creature, Puarr. These errors 


by a smart public remedy. But who can 
vexcuse the Senator's base desertion of Deport- 
ment? The best years of the Senator's life 
have been ‘spent in teaching Deportment. 
He was at once an exemplar and an advocate 
of the cause. We learned to love him, not 
for his ability as an orator, or his discretion 
asa statesman; not for his fine sense of 
honor, or his patriotism, or his modesty; 
not even for the beauty of his pemon and 
his celebrated torso; but, first and always, 
for his graceful manners, self-posses- 
sion, his unutterable and owl-like appear- 
ance of wisdom. Here, we were ac. 
customed to say, is a man whom politics 
cannot taint; neither can the demagogues 
suppress him or cast him out of the councils 
of the nation. Combining as he does the 
suavé manner with the brave heart, he will 
be a match for the roughest antagonist. He 
will make the clean garment and the daily 
bath forces in politics. Public sentiment 
fostered by him will encourage candidates 
for office to wear, as he does, unexceptiona- 
ble trousers, resplendent waistcoats, pointed 
collars, and white neckties; and the brutal 
methods of the ward meetings with refer- 
ence to elegant apparel will be discontinued. 
In brief, the swell in politics will be respect- 
ed and applauded. 

This fond expectation was doomed to dis- 
appointment. The Senator not only desert- 
ed Deportment at Rochester, but maligned 
it. These were the painful words : 

Parties are not built up by Deportment, or by la- 
dies’ magazines, or by gush. 

The Senator seems not to have been con- 
scious that this avowal was a matter of per- 
sonal concern. If parties cannot be built & 
by Deportment and gush, how can men be 
so built up? And if men cannot be so built 
up, how can Senator Coxxrixd be built up? 
The inquiry has a fascinating but a horrible 
interest. It leads almost directly to the con- 
clusion that Senater Conxiina, by his own 
confession, is not built up. If not built up, 

he can have no existence; and, without an 
existence, he could not have made an ass of 
himself at Rochester, But we all know he 
was there, and did himself no particular 
credit; hence, a cruel logic forces us to con- 
clude that he traduced Deportment when he 
said it could not build up men and parties. 

But it is small comfort to expose the falla- 
cies of Senator Cox, He is notorious- 
ly @ man who argues most vehemently when 
he is vanquished, Whatever may be the 
merits of Deportment as a political

ceived, perhaps, its mortal blow in the house 
of its friends. Henceforth it will find nei- 
ther illustration nor defense in him.

He has 
proclaimed war upon the ruffled shirt; he 
has kicked over the bath-tub, and banisned 
curling-tongs forever from his dressing-case. 
Bag and baggage he has gone over to Henny 
Cray Daan, and his baggage consists only of 
a hickory-shirt and one pair of overalls. 
We do not know when a public man 
has been more suddenly or more completely 
converted. There is scarcely an instance in 
history of a similar desertion of a great 
party by the successful leader of it; and 
Senator Cox xn unquestionably was the 
leader of the party of Deportment. He was 
acknowledged as such by all his contempora- 
ries, and until the Rochester Convention 
was proud of his leadership. 

The question of the hour is, What will be- 
come of the swell in politics? Will the 
party now dissolve into its constituent 
elements, or will the emergency call forth a 
man equal to supplying Senator ConKLiNo's 
place? For many reasons we hope the 
party will preserve its organization. Its 
principles are valuable, They tend to make 
politics comely to the eye and grateful to 
the nostrils. They secure a decorum in pub- 
lic meetings which no.ether agency has pro- 
duced. They commend politics to the ladies 
God bless them—and they open an attractive 
profession for the fashionable youth who are 
good for nothing else. The swells in poli- 
tics are the better for being so. Senator. 
ConxLInG, for instance, was more acceptable 
with his affectation of refinement than he is 
now, when he proclaims himself a rough- 
and-ready enemy of Reform. He was always 
a beautiful figure in the Senate- Chamber; he 
will be such no longer. We hope his place 
may be supplied by a leader as fine in per- 
son, as noble in sentiments, as chivalrous 
in combat, and as well endowed with com- 
mon-sense as Senator Coxx lind used to be.

Herr Von Bunsen, a member of the Ger- 
man Reichstag, has contributed to the Mine- 
teenth Century an article which is attracting 
great attention, because it defines the atti- 
tude Germany would assume in case England 
should acquire or seek to acquire possession 
of Egypt. He assumes that Germany has no 
immediate interest in the Danube or in Rus- 
dia access to the Mediterranean; that 
France and Italy will never involve the risk 
of a Kuropeai war to oppose Russian prog- 
ress; and that Austro-Hungary is acting 
upon German suggestions. 80 far as En- 
gland is concerned, he says: Given your 
occupation of the Isthmus of Suez and Low- 
er Egypt, which are portions of the Turkish 
Empire, you could not object with much 
force to such Russian demands as the annex- 
ation of Armenia or the freedom of the Dar- 
danelles for her own war-ships as well as 
those of other nations.” Of course it is to 
be inferred from this that Germany would 
have no objection to such en occupation. A 
still more remarkable feature of this paper is 
the emphatic manner in which he declares 
Germany to be the friend of Russia, 
not only on account of the intimacy of the 
two sovereigns, but also for the forbear- 
ance Russia showed in that great crisis of 
1864, 1866, and 1870, which established an 
immense army, an effective naval power, and 
parliamentary institutions with universal 
suffrage—not altogether pleasant neighbors 
to Russia—along the greater part of her Eu- 
ropean frontier.” With regard to Russian 
claims of indemnity, he writes these signifi- 
cant words: — 

She will soon claim our assistance in the im- 


_ mediate opening of the Dardanelles to her own 


men-of-war and in the lasting emancipation 
of the Slav, toward whom we have no special 
reason to feel that patural bent of sympa- 
thy which draws us instinctively toward the 
Greek. She will claim Armenia, and it can be no 
obligation of ours Ww prevent ber from defraying 
the immense cost of this war by the permanent 
conquest of an Asiatic province, oven Lhough it 
may place the approaches of one more sea within 
her easy grasp. As regards these latter demands, 
we are—Frince Bismarck has frequently pro- 
claimed it, and I believe his assertion, to be per- 
feculy candid—unfettered as to the degree of con 
currence or connivance which we should, in har- 
mony with the other European Powers, give to 
them. 


UTAH DIVORCES. 

A nosing Grand Jury has been smelling the 
Court records of Sait Lake County, Utah, and 
has developed some starting facts in the 
divorce business, which it reports with recom- 
meudations. Its members discovered that 
from September, 1876, to September, 1877, 300 
divorces had beca granted, in at least 80 per 
cent whereof both parties were non-residents. 
The style adopted is encouraging ior its sim- 
plicity. Where husband or wife has become 
tired of the matrimonial bonds, an affidavit is 
filed setting forth that the party is consumed 
by a desire to reside in Utah, but is prevented 
solely by lack of funds. This is esteemed suf- 
ficient to effect a residence to all intents and 
purposes, and the Probate Court straighjway 
assumes jurisdiction, and enters upon a solemn 
consideration of the facts. 

Upon the filing of the complaint a summons 
is issued dirce ed to the, last known resi- 
dence”? of the defendant, returnable in from 
twelve to sixteen days. In some cases this 
kuowu residence is definitely given as at 
sea, or in France,“ or Australia,“ or not 
known.“ but the summons is issued all the 
same, and then business commences. The jury 
reports that, out of 100 cases, decrees in thirteen 
were granted in Utah the same day that the 
complaint was sworn to in Chicago or New York, 
and that in only one case was the granting post- 
poned a month, The applications came from 
all over the country, and embrace Boston, Chi- 
cago, aud San Francisco, and way stations. 
Much of the fault of this hideous 
system is attributed by the jury 
to the fact that the Probate Judge, one E. 
Smita, is chief practitioner in his own court, 
and that nearly all the documents are in his 
handwriting, and that his style of wan wing his 
business is calculated to corrupt public morais 
and offend polite taste, 

The report is not exhaustive, but it gives a 
fair insight into the Utah method, and itis to 
be hoped will induce some action on the part of 
Congress to put an end to the liberal divorce ”’ 
of Utah.

DISTANCE OF THE SUR. 

It is announced that the telescopic observa- 
tions of the last transit of Venus, iu 1874, made 
by British parties in Egypt, Honolulu, New Zea 
land, Redriguez, and Kerguclen, have been re- 
duced, with aresult of 8.76 seconds of arc for 
the solar parallax. This gives about 93,300,000 
miles for the mean distance of the earth from 
the sun. The probable error is stated to be 
0.013 seconas, which is about 140,000 miles; so 
that, in round uumbers, the British observa- 
tions, so far as reduced, give the distance as 
somewhere between , 150, 000 and 93,450,000 
niles. 

The only other result thus far published is a 
tentative one made by M. Puiseux, of the 
French observations, giving some 92,050,000 
miles. Those of the American observers, now 
being reduced at Washipgton, are not yet flu- 
ished, and outsiders can only guess as to what 
the result will be. An inquiry addressed there 
about à weck ago bas not yet been answered. 

At present it does not seem probable that a 
collation of all the observations made by the 
astronomers of different countries will give a 
result that can be depended upon to within 
much less than 500,000 miles; and if this should 
be so, then the time and money spent upon the 
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The Cork correspondent of the London Times 
telegraphs: ‘‘The strike of milesmen on the 
Great Southern & Western Railway is likely to 
extend to branches at this end of the line among 
the workers on the Fermoy, the Youghal, and the 
Tralee lines.

THE ELECTIONS. 
CLOSING CONTESTS OF THE YEAK. 
New York Times, 

The annual town elections in Connecticut 
were held on Monday last, and for the first 
time in the history of the State the minority 
was enabled to elect a portion of the officials, 
under the provisions of an act passed by the 
last Legislature, and approved by Gov. Hub- 
bard, providing for minority representation iu 
the Boards of Selectmen, Assessors, and Re- 
lief. At the same time the people voted upon 
two proposed amendments to the Constitution 
of the State—one prohibiting extra compenaa- 
tion to any public officer during his term of 
service, and the other forbidding county or 
town aid to railroad corporations hereafter in 
any form whatever. On Tucsday, Nov. 6, an- 
other election will be held, when cleyen of the 
members of the Senate and the complete 
House of Representatives of Connecticnt will 
be chosen. Of the Senators holding over, six 
are Republicans and four Democrats. 

Yesterday the people of Colorado elected a 
Judge of their Supreme Court to fill a vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Judge E. T. Wells, 
and county and town officers, and voted upon 
two amendments of their Constitution. Oue of 
these amendments confers the right of suffrage 
upon women, and the State was thoroughly 
canvassed in its favor by its friends; the other 
provides for filling vacancies iu the olfices of 
t reme, District, and County Judges—in the 
lt two cases by the Governor, and in the lat- 
ter by the County Commissioners. The law- 
vers of the State presented the name oi Wilbur 
F. Stone for Supreme Judge, under an agree- 
meut between the Chairmen of the State Com- 
mittees of the two political parties that in case 
any candidate was unanimously brought for- 
ward dy the lawyers no party nominations 
should be made. 

On Tuesday, Oct. 9, the people of Ohio will 
elect a full texet of State officers and a Legis- 
lature which will choose a United States Sen- 
ator. They will also vote upon an amendment 
to their Constitution, reorganizing the Judiciary 
of the State, and upon an act to authorize free 
banking. For State officers there are six tickets 
in the field: Republican, Democratic, Greeu- 
back, Prouibition, aad two Workinzmen’s. The 
Republicans have nominated Wültam H. West 
for Governor, the Democrats Richard. M. Bisb- 
op, the Greenbackers Stephen Jobuson, the 
Prohibitionists Heury A. Thompson, one of the 
Workingmen’s conventions L. II. Bond, and the 
other Stephen-Jobnson, the Greenback nominee. 

On Tuesday, Oct. 9, the people of Iowa will 
elect State oflicers and their Legislature. There 
are four full tickets for State oflicers in the leid, 
the Republican being headed by John H. Gear 
for Governor, the Democratic by John P. Irish, 
the Greenback by Daniel P. Stubbs, and the 
Prohibition by Elias Jessup. An Anti-Secret 
Society State Conveution, lately held in Mar- 
shalitown, nominated candidates for all the State 
olllces except Governor. For that the Commit- 
tee on Nominations recommended the indorse- 
ment of Mr. Jessup, but as he was shown to be 
amember of a secret temperance society the 
Convention refused to accept him.

COLORING SUGARS. 

Some new evidence has recently been obtatn- 
ed by the Treasury Department relative to the 
artificiai coloring of sugarsin order to reduce 
their grade and enable them to be entered at a 
lower rate of duty than would otherwise have 
to be paid. The Captain of one, andthe Mate 
of another vessel, once in the employ of a lead - 
ing importer of sugar in Baltimore, having been 
discharged byfhim, have made affidavits describ- 
ing the manner in which Sugars are artitictally 
colored in Demerara. They are reported to 
have asserted that they saw a colori matter 
sprinkled on the sugar from a vessel similar to 
a Watcr-pot. 

COLORED PENSION-AGENT FRAUDS. 

Since the weve of the corruption on the 
part of the colored Pension-Agent in New Or- 
leans, the colored politicians there have been 
endeavoring to secure the appointment of one 
of their own race to the place. It is now ex- 
pected that they will unite on Casenova, one of 
the colored members of the Returning Board, 
and the only representative of that Board who 
does not hold a Federal office. 

CORRUPT COMBINATION. 

The Evening Star calis the attention of the 
Secretary of the Navy to the acts of the new 
Naval Constructor, Steel, who is placed in 
charge of the Washington Navy-Yard A ref- 
erence to the testimony taken by the Naval 
Investigating Committee last year shows that 
Steel, while at the Philadelphia Navy-Yarid, 
entered into what ap very much like a 
corrupt combination with his father, the effect 
of which was, the Star charges, to rob the 
Government of several thousand dollars. 

AN ILLUSTRATION. 

Mr. Frank Dodge, of the Treasury Depatt- 
ment, was to-day appointed Collector of the 
Port of Georgetown under peculiar circum- 
stances. His appointment furnishes an apt il- 
lustration of the new Civil-Service system. It 
was discovered this morning that the Collector 
of Georgetown is a defaulter for about $1,200. 
Within afew hours after this defulcation was 
discovered, the Secretary ef the * t 
for one of the clerks of the Department, Frank 
Dodge. In view of that a 
good many dismissals are now be- 
ing made, the clerk could not know 
that he was not sent to receive his dismissal. 
The first question asked him, however, was, 
„ Wül you accept the ition of Collector of 
the Port of Georgetown?’’ He did accept. ° Mr. 
Dodge was formerly a prominent merchant and 
importer, and is — familiar with Cus- 
tom-House businees. He has no political sup- 
port, and was offered the place simply on ac- 
count of his own merit. 

LF FERENCE OF OPINION. 

There is a difference of opinion between the 
Post-Office Department and the Treasury as to 
the confiscation of books received from foreign 
countries through the mails. Collectors of Cus- 
toms, under the present regulations, seize them. 
The complaint has been made from foreign 
countries that these * seizures are in violation of 
the Postal Union which requires that if dutia- 
ble books are sent by mail they shall be re- 
turned to the countfy sending them as non- 
mailable matter and not be confiscated. The 
Superintendent of Foreign Mails and the Post- 
master-Genera], after extended correspondence 
with foreign countries upon this subject, have 
addressed a letter to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury inclosing the correspondence with foreign 
postal authorities, stating that in the 
opinion of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment the Treasury interpretation of 
the law is incorrect: that the 
books ought not to be seized, but returned. 
The Postmaster-General also suggests that the 
United States ought to adopt the policy pur- 
sued by European Governments, and interpret 
the law liberally, so as to allow books of small 
value to be received from fogeigu countries 
through the mails under restrictions adequate 
to prevent fraud upon the revenue.

SAILORS ON A STRIKE, 

About twenty-nve or thirty sailors were on the 
rampage slong the docks on the main river yester- 
day, and did some bulldozing for the purpose of 
obtaining $2 per aay, the wages prevailing being, 
as one young salt eloquently expressed it, ‘*a 
jJousy dollar n a alf a day.” An imprompta 
gathering of the strikers took place early in the 
morning on South Water street, near Lake, and it 
was decided to make a demonstration and force 
masters to aceede to the advance. Those who 
took part in the strike chipped in and raised money 
enough to have a dodger printed, and they were 
distribated cme the docks. The following is a 

of the bill: 

‘'Freiguts are up; wages are low. We, the Sea- 
men are emand $2 a day. Signed 
Hands. Fitz. Just who Fitz“ was did not 
uppear, but it was said that he was a leader of the 
party who made the demonst. ation. 

The went along the docks down the river 
and attempted to board the echr Pensaukee, in one 
of the Central slips, but Capt. Fountain stopped 
them, and cast away his lines shortly after- 
ward and sailed for below. Thie was about 
8 ociock in the morning. Other ves- 
sels were Visited and the men on 
board informed that they should not sail for less 
than a day. lu the afternoon, abont 3 o'clock, 
they visited the schr Peoria, lying at the foot of 
North Franklin street, and ordered the men to 
leave. The _ was just about to pal) out 
when the crowd came around, and he was com- 

lied to cut one of bis limes to avoid trouble. 
Some of the demonstrators nad li too much 
bug jarce on board dy that time, and were noisy 
— abusive, as well as profane. But no force was 
used. so far as could be learned, and in the even- 
ing the gang dispersed. 

There were but few grain carriers in port yester- 
day, snd most of those that had been red got 
away before the strikers reached them. Some sea- 
men are willing to accept $1.50 a day, in the be- 
Hef that better rates cannot be obtained at the 

nt time, but the majority of those who’bave 
not secured berths think that it is time to get $2a 
day. These strikes among seamen occur nearly 
every fall at all the lake r just before the sea- 
pon expires generally. 1 craft can make but 
three round trips between Chicago and Buffalo. 
before the season closes, and most of the seamen 
now in port, and who have not shipped, are san- 
yuine that the advance can be obtained, and say it 
jhould be demanded by all the crews that ship from 
the present time to the end of the season.

Semi-Annual Meeting of the Chicago A- 
sociation. 

The Chicago Association of Congregational 
Ministers and Churches held a semi-annual 
meeting at Oak Park yesterday, and the 
gathering was the largest and wost interesting 
in its history. 

The first hour of the morning session was 
devoted to religious exercises, which were led 
by the Rev. Mr. Peake. 

The organization was then completed by the 
election of the Rev. Charies Caverno Moderator, 
in the absence of Mr. Blanchard, and the Rev. 
k. FP. Wheeler, of Wilmette, Scribe. 

The first question discussed was “ How Can 
We Improve Our Methods of Aiding in Church- 
Erection?”’ 

The debate was opened by the Rev. W. H. 
Brewster, who gave an account of the methods 
of the Congregational Union, which has for its 
object church-erection.

The discussion, which was very spirited, was 
arrested at a quarter of 12 o’clock, when a com- 
mittee, two of the members of which were the 
Rev. E. F. Williamson and Dr. Goodwin, was 
appointed to prepare resolutions expressive of 
the views of the Association ou the suject. 

The afternoon session was opened with devo- 
tional] exercises. 

The Rev. Mr. Towle then presented a report 
concernipg the church in South Chicago, and it 
was referred to the Home Missionary Commit- 

The Rev. E. F. Williams gave an account of a 
recent visit to Minnesota and Lowa in the inter- 
est of the American Sunday-School Union. His 
statement was very interesting, and showed 
that the work of the Union was really the pjo- 
neer work in this new country. He said that 
the average cost of starting a Sunday-school, 
including the agent and everything, was 825. 

The Rev. Mr. Alvord, by invitation, spoke 
briefly about the present condition and pros- 
- of the First Church of Washimgton, D.

and he also referred to the status ol the 
Howard University and the administration of 
the Rev. Dr. W. W. Patton, who recently took 
charge of it. The institution is out of debt, 
ard the speaker thought its prospects were very 
bright. 


THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTRE 
referred to above was then taken up, aud it 192. 
voked a warm talk. They expressed themselves 
as heartily in accord with the object of the Con- 
gregational Union, but as the Secretaries had 
invited suggestions from the churches, the 
Committee thought the Association should ex- 
press the opinion that the expenses of conduct- 
ing it had been a serious obstacle to its success. 
They recommended a reduction of the present 
official and clerical force so far as was consistent 
with tbe transaction of its business, and that 
every possible measure be taken to economize , 
that in every case of a church applying for 
aid an agent be sent to the church 
to use his influence to economize in the 
erection of a place of worship; that as the 
agents of the — Missionary Society were 
upon the ground. and could best understand the 
wants of churches, the Committee’ suggested 
the expediency of making the work of church- 
erection a department of the Home Missionary 
work. They also suggested that the money 
spent for publications be otherwise employed,— 
that that department be abolished. 

The Rev. Mr. Packard, of Evanston, Superin- 
tendent Whittlesey, Dr. Gordon, Mr. Leavitt, 
aud others spoke, and the resolutions were 
unanimously adopted. 

The new church at Lyons was admitted to 
membership. This makes thirty-two churches 
in the Association. 

The next question discussed was, „Do the 
Congregational Churches Need Regularly Recur- 
ring National Councils!“ 

There was some difference of opinion on this 

int. 

P The Rey. W. A. Lloyd, of Ravenswood, took 
the ground that Congregationalists were nota 
denomination, and that they did not need gen- 
eral gatherings, as other churches did. They 
would serve as a menace to the system. 

The Rev. E. P. Wheeler, the Rev. Simeon 
Gilbert, Dr. Goodwin, and Prof Boardman took 
the opposite view, believing there was a necessi- 
ty for such councils, while the Rey. J. M. Will- 
iams inclined to the position of Mr, Lloyd. 

No action, however, was taken. 

“What are your plans for church work for 
the winter ““ was asked every pastor present, 
and the fact was elicited that some of the 
churches were 2 in the fall and 
winter campfigu, while others were awaiting 
developments before maturing plans. The 
churches were represented as in the most hope- 
ful condition, and the. pastors believed they 
would have greater success the coming winter 
than iv previous years.

They did not go to the bank and 
deposit their savings, as did the general depos- 
itors, but were induced by representations to 
go there and invest their money in these certifi- 
cates, and these were the only security they 
hed. Their claim, therefore, was that these 
trust deeds secured their claims alone, and were 
not a part of the assets of the bank. He ac- 
cordingly asked leave to file this bill in order to 
settle the legal points that would be raised. 

Mr. Horton said he supposed the questions 
would have to be settled by the Court. He did 
not wish them to have leave to file any particu- 
lar bill, as by that the Receiver might be preju- 
diced in filing a bill should he find it necessary 
to do 80. 

The Court agreed with counsel that the mat- 
ter would ultimately have to be decided by the 
Court. He saw no objection to granting the 
leave asked for, but did not wish to be under- 
stood as expressing any opinion on the question 
involved. 

Mr. Anthony said they had asked in the bill 
that the Receiver be enjoined from doing any- 
thing to prejudice the rights of the holders of 
the certificates; but the Court said he would 
not do that, a bill being filed. Mr. Anthony 
further remarked that the bill set forth, and it 
could not be denied, that these certiticates were 
issued by vote of the Board of Directors, 

The bill was accordingly filed. 

; THE STATE.

THE CHARTER OAK. 


Proposition of the Directors to the Policy- 
Holders. 

The following is the full text of the circular 
issued by the, Directors offthe Charter-Oak Life- 
Insurance Company to their policy-holders: 

Orrics or Tug CuarTer-O4K Livs-INsuRANcE 
Company, Hartrornp, Conn., Sept. 24, 1877. 
—To the Policy-holders: When the present 
managers accepted the control of the Charter-Oak 
Life-Insurance Company, they had no other knowl- 
edge of its affairs than such as was afforded by 
the statements of the former officers of the Com- 
pany, the report of the special Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the State, and that of the insurance ex- 

bert. in some important respects upon in- 
or mation obtained from those in control of the 
Company's affairs. 

It was evident to all that if the Company went 
into the hands of a Receiver it would be necessary 
under the law providing for hie appointment that 
its business should be immediately closed and its 
assets converted into money; and that sucha 
course, in the present depressed financial con- 
dition of the country, would necessarily result in 
enormous sacrifices and such shrin of assets 
as would be ruinous to the policy-holders. 

Relying on the supposed recuperative power of 
the Company, and deeply sympathizing with the 
— esire in this community to extricate it 

rom ite difficulties and restore it to credit, if 
possible, we were induced to accept the manage- 
ment, in the full belief that the interests of the 
policy-holders would be best served by continu- 
ing the Company in existence, under an honest 
and economical management, even though ail 
our hopes of complete success should not be 
realized. 

It became our first labor, as it was our first duty, 
to make as thorough an examination ag possible 
into the condition of the Company, that we might 
determine our chances of success, and decide on 
the best course to pursue. 

From this examination we have discovered that 
avery large portion of the assets ig invested in 
rea! estate. ach of this pays little income after 
deducting taxes and expenses, and some is at 
present wholly unproductive. On some of the 
mortgages held by the Company the interest is in 
arrears, and the total receipts for interest and 
rents will be very much less we had been led 
to expect. 

A considerable portion of the assets of the Com- 
pany are of uncertain value, and à present apprais- 
al of its entire property, under the rales of the in- 
surance departments of several States, would fall 
short of the reserve required by those States to en- 
able ua to continue business therein. 

With these facts before us, we have come to the 
conclusion that the possibility of reeuperation is 
too remote to make it prudent, even were it per- 
mitted by law, to attempt to carry on the Company 
under its present load of liabilities and embarrass- 
ment. It appears to us, therefore, that one of two 
courses should be adopted at once, for the protec- 
tion of policy-bolders, whose interests alone ought 
to be considered. * 

The first is to place the Company in the bands of 
a Receiver. This, as we have already intimated, 
we regard as fatal to your best interests, anda 
remedy only to be resorted to when all other reme- 
dies fail. In such case all insurances would imme 
diately terminate. Each policy-holder could pre- 
sent to the Receiver a claim, not for the amount of 
his policy, but only for his present interest in the 
assets of the 1 This would de the amount 
of the reserve held by the Com y againat his 
policy, which in many cases would be but a small 
proportion of the premiums actually paid. Upon 
this sum the policy-nolder would receive a dividend 
uncertain in amount, but probably small, and pay- 
able only when the estate is settled, after the lapse 
of years. In the meantime, if any policy-holder 
dies, the claim of his heirs will not be based on the 
amount of his policy, but only on his present in- 
terest, as just stated. For instance: Upon a poli- 
cy for $5,000, which has been in force ten years, 
and upon which ten annual premiums have been 
paid, the reserve is $667. Upon this sum the Re- 
ceiver’s dividend would be based: and if, at the 
final settlement, the assets should yteld even as 
much as 40 per cent of the liabilities, the dividend 
would be $266.80. Inthe meantime, all the basi- 
ness of the Company would cease, and all e 
of managing its affairs and realizing on its ‘ts 
must be berne by the assets themselves, thus 
diminishing the amount of dividend to be event- 
ually declared, 

The other course is to so reduce the present lta- 
bilities of the Company. by the voluntary action of 
the policy-holders, as to at once place it on a sound 
basis financially. 

After a thorough and careful examination of the 
matter in all ite relations, we most confidently rec- 
ommend the plan herewith submitted. “viz. : that 
each policy-holder consent to release to the Com- 
pany an amount equal to two-fifths of the reserve 
liability under the policy. The modifications in 
your present contract necessary to effect the fore- 
going release will be laid before you at the earliest 
moment, and Will be of such character as will se- 
cure to the fullest extent possible all your rights 
and equities as policy-holdera, 

This course will reduce the liabilities of the Com- 
pany to a point where ite admitted assets will fur- 
nish an undoubted reserve. and restore its financial 
credit so as to enable it to resume business in any 
part of the country. 

By adopting thie plan the policy-holders will lose 
nothing. They have now as security for their 
claims only the present assets of the Company. By 
thus restoring the solvency of the Company, they 
render their policies certainly safe, and in future 
will pay for no more insurance than they receive; 
nor do they lose their interest in the doubtful 
assets of the Company; for the Company agrees to 
proceed as fast as consistent with prudence and 
economy to collect and convert into paying eecari- 
ties the present uncertain and doubtful assets of 
the Company, and whenever any divisible eurplus 
shall arise from this source, to distribute the same 
from time to time in equitable proportions among 
the policy-holders who have thus.consented to said 
release. Such divisible surplus will in equity be- 
long to those who, by reducing their claims upon 
the reserve of the Company, have made ita con- 
tinned existence possible. In this way the policy- 
holders will secure to themselves all that can, by 
the most judicious handling, possibly be realized 
from the entire present assets of the Company. 

We herewith submit the whole matter to the 
policy-holders, who will determine by their accept- 
ance or rejection of the plan proposed whether this 
Company shall continue asa live, solvent institu- 
tion, entitled to confidence, or whether it shall go 
into the hande of a Keceiver. 


This unexpected shrinkage in the assets of 
the Company is due to the fact that it was dis- 
covered, upon investigation, that the old officers 
had set down as living assets a large amount of 
deferred interest due on the West Virginia 
property, and the claim against B. F. Allen. 
These items, instead of being productive assets, 
turned out to belong properly to the suspended 
account. It is doubtful whether anything will 
be realized from them. It was believed, when 
the Company was reorganized, that it was 
commercially solyent, and that 
be able to recuperate within a _ few 
years; but the. discovery of this 
additional deficiency has put that out of the 
question. The reserve is impaired over 25 per 
cent, and there is apparently no discretion left 
on the part of the Insurance Commissioner, 
who will have to put the Company in the hands 
of a Keceiver unless some such proposition as 
that suggested by the Directors is carried out. 
There is one difficulty which will probably have 
to he cured by the Legislature: that is in the 
yroportionate scaling of the capital stock. The 

irectors are willing to reduce it from 


$200,000 to $120, dut that cannot 
be done without an act of the Legislature. In 
case the proposition to reorganize is carried out, 


though, tnere will doubtless be no difficulty in 
2 the necessary legislative indorsement. 

Mr. W. H. Wells, the agent of the Company 
in Chicago, said to a reporter vesterday that the 
proposition had become a necessity, and was a 
good one. He had seen quite a nuniber of the 
policy-holders, and they all told him that they 
would accept it.

Directory for $805,000. 


And All Hands Seem Satisfied at the 
Result of the Sale. | 


Before Judge Williams yesterday morning, 
sitting in Chancery, there came up the question 
of the disposal of the capital stock of the 


National. Lite- Insurance Company, and this 


time a settlement was reached. 

Mr. O. K. A. Hutchinson, on behalf Mr. S. D. 
Ward, Receiver of the Republic Life, faid that 
he wished to present the Receiver’s report in 
regard to the sale of the capital stock of the 


National Life, which he had been ordered by the. 


Court to readvertise. In pursuance of 
this order he had advertised for bids 
in Tue Trisons, Time, and Journal 
for thirty days, and had prepared a schedule of 
assets of the concern, which he had exhibited to 
visitors. He had also replied to certain in- 
quiries by mail and telegraph from New York, 
Philadelphia, and other Eastern points. The 
result was that he received six sealed envelopes, 
purporting to contain proposals to purchase 
the stock, which he had numbered in the order 
of their receipt, and submitted unopened to the 
Court. These were the only bids or proposals 
which he had received. 

Judge Williams said: Before opening the 
bids I desire to correct a misunderstanding 
which has existed in regard to some remarks of 
mine made upon the occasion of refusing the 

. bids in August last. Referring tothe bid for 
the stock made by Clarke & Co. in behalf of 
some persons, then undisclosed, but who it was 
admitted represented the National Life Insur- 
ance py my and also to the purchase of the 
National Life Insurance Company bythe Republic 
in 1874, when the money then on hand in the Na- 
tional was used by the Republic in payment of the 
National stock, I said, in substance, that such 
of the managers of the National as were repre- 
sented by Clarke & Co.’s bid could afford to pay 
more for the National than any one else, for 
they could do just what they hed done be- 

that is, use the money then 

on hand to buy up the stock, that that was a 
game or trick which they understood from hav- 
ing once done it. Lam greatly surprised that 
the remark should haye been understood to 
have any reference whatever to any attorney 
engaged in the case or then in court. Not one 
of them was suspected to have had any connec- 
tion whatever with the purchase of the National 
in 1874. Not one of them was referred to by 
me. The leading attorneysin this cause I had 
known intimately for many years, and no mem- 
bers of the Bar stood higherin my confidence 

and respect and in that of the whole commu- 
nity. Their mtegrity and honor need no indorse- 
ment by me. 

In-reierence to Clarke & Co.’s bid, my remark 
was made under this misapprebension of fact: 1 
then supposed that the present Directors of the 
National (some of whom were represented by 
that bid) were the Directors of the Republic in 
1874, when the National was — Toren. Upon 
examination, 1 find that ag | one gentleman 
who was a Director of the public in 1874 is 
now a Director of the National. I make this ex- 
planation and correction as a simple act of jus- 
tice, and unsolicited. 

OPENING THE BIDS. 

The Clerk of the Court then proceeded to 
open the bids. The first envelope proved to 
contain only a blank piece of pasteboard, and 
there was no means of, discovering who bad 
been joking with the Court. The actual bids 
were as follows: Van H. Higgings, for 1,000,- 
000 capital stock, $270,000 cash. John H. Wren 
& Co., bankers, for the 10,000 shares, $23.51 per 
share, or $235,100. H. A. Hurlbut, 75 Randolph 
street, for the 10,000 shares, £260,000. George C. 
Clarke & Co., insurance agents, Bryan Block, 
for 10,000 shares, $305,000. . W. Kellogg, 
for the 5,200 shares hypothecated by Mr..Nick- 
erson for $130,000, $182,000, ana for the remain 
ing 4,800, subject to the acceptance of the first 
bid, $98,400, making $280,400 in all. 

Judge Williams then said tnat he theught the 
advertisement bad fully paid for itself, and 
asked if there was any good reason why the bid 
of Clarke & Co. should not be accepted. No- 
body objected, and the Court went on to state 
that they were all aware that he had 
taken great pains to have the sale 
advertised in all the principal cities through- 
out the Union. It was three months 
since he began to make efforts either to have 
the debt to Nickerson paid or the whole stock 
sold. He thought that he had done everything 
which could be expected of a Chancellor to do 
in het to make the sale public and to secure 
the largest possible price for the stock. He 
felt that everything bad been well done, and 
that the result fully justified what had 
been done. The Court had serious doubts 
as to the wisdom of keeping the 
stock any longer in the market, and 
in the absence of objections could do no 
less than make the award. Everybody who had 
any right to know knew tflat the Court would 
sit for that purpose on this occasion, and the 
award would be made to Clarke & Co. 

It was understood that the sale was for cash 
down, and that the monev should be paid on the 
entry of the order. The Court gave some direc- 
tions as to the formal manner of transfer, and the 
proceedings terminated. 

President Peet and his colaborers are ex- 
tremely well satisfied with the result of the 
sale. They have finally succeeded in unloading 
the incubus with which they were handicap 
during the past three years. Freed from any 
entangling alliance, and possessing an honora- 
ble record, they now propose to 
build up the Company, extend its 
usefulness, and increase ite busine so that it 
will be a credit to Chicago and the West. The 
officers have had the experience of 2 in the 
profession; the Directors are well-known capi- 
talists, the agents are thoroughgoing, live men, 
whose souls are in their work, as the numerous 
telegrams of congratulation received yesterday 
afternoon by Mr. Peet indicate, and, notwiti- 
standing the shocks to which life un- 
derwriting has been subjected during the past 
year, the time is auspicious for the beginning of 
that era of prosperity which is bound to reward 
the company which conducts its business in an 
economical and conservative manner. The 
trials through which the National has passed 
are full of hope for thg future, and all indica- 
tions point to it. the ofily living life-insurance 
company in the State, as the one of which Chi- 
cago and the West will be proud.
